Charging that he had been told by 
A rchitect A. B. Sturges th at if he 
wanted to be superintendent of the 
construction of the new polytechnic 
high school a t Santa Ana he would 
have to take out som e life insurance 
w ith W. L. Duggan, 
J. P. Kennedy 
o f Los Angeles sprung a sensation at 
th e meeting of the school board last 
night. 
Kennedy said 
tn at 
Sturges 
told him th at he (Sturges) 
had to 
take out a $5000 policy with Duggan 
In order to hold his job. 
Sturges and Duggan 
stated 
that 
th e policy had been w ritten for Stur- 
gee, but that it w as a business prop­ 
osition separate from their associa­ 
tion, Sturges as architect 
for 
the 
buildings and Duggan as president 
of the school board. 
The result of 
the investigation so far 
as it pro­ 
ceeded last night w as to put Archi­ 
tect Sturges in an unsavory light in 
that a short tim e ago he recommend­ 
ed Kennedy for the superintendency, 
and last night he condemned Kenne­ 
dy as unreliable and Incompetent. 
Incidents th a t 
led 
up 
to 
last 
night’s occurrences a t 
the 
school 
board meeting, as alleged by Kenne­ 
dy, are.ao o u t as follows: 
Kennedy and Sturges had a gen­ 
tlem an’s agreem ent whereby Sturges 
agreed to give Kennedy 
a commis­ 
sion lf. Kennedy would land the San­ 
ta Ana contract for Sturges. 
Kenne­ 
dy came here, talked 
for 
Sturges 
and had the school board examine 
the Long Beach poly nigh. 
Out of 
the applicants, Sturges was selected. 
Kennedy says Sturges has refused to 
recognise his claim 
to commission, 
and is 
endeavoring 
to 
“squeese” 
Kennedy out. 
Kennedy was an applicant for the 
appointm ent by the school board of 
superintendent of the construction of 
the buildings, and w as recommended 
by Sturges to the school board. 
Kennedy says th a t Sturges offered 
him $1600 to attend to the superin­ 
tendency. 
Kennedy says he thinks 
th a t the sum w as made low, so he 
would refuse It. At the tim e Sturges 
told him th at if Kennedy took the 
place he would have to take out some 
life insurance- w ith Duggan’s 
com­ 
pany; that Sturges had taken out a 
policy. 
Kennedy came to Santa Ana 
and among others told the story to 
H. O. Dean, a m em ber of the board. 
Dean thought the disagreem ent be­ 
tween the two men m ight have pre­ 
judiced Kennedy, and so Dean de­ 
cided to m ake an independent inves­ 
tigation. 
He had a detective go to 
Sturges. 
What Was Said 
T hat brings the story down to last 
night's meeting. 
Kennedy arose and said, 
in sub­ 
stance: 
“There never was 
any 
contract 
between Sturges and myself, but I 
was to get a commission. Two weeks 
ago Sturges took m e to a soft drink 
parlor, and there offered me $1600 
to superintend the job here, show­ 
ing me 
th a t 
his 
recommendation 
would probably get me the appoint­ 
ment. 
I saw the sum was ridiculous­ 
ly low, as it would take perhaps 40ft 
days to do the work, 
ana 
I would 
have to move my family 
here. 
He 
told me that another thing would be 
the taking out of life insurance. 
He 
said be had to take 
out 
a 
policy 
from Duggan in order to 
hold 
his 
job, and th at I would have to take 
out one or I would not 
last 
long. 
Now, w hatT w ant to know 
tonight 
Is w hether or not I am going to get 
a square deal, and it * have to be 
treated that way.” 
Duggan: 
“No man has to take out 
life Insurance or do anything of the 
kind to get a square deal here. 
We 
all voted for Sturges.

voted for 
him solely on the basis of the Long 
Beach school, which I liked.

An attack upon the Democratic 
platform. 
It can be stated definitely th at Col­ 
onel Roosevelt did not wish to bring 
some of these issues before the coun­ 
try a t the present time. He believes 
th at it will be Impossible to work out 
all the reforms that might be suggest­ 
ed at present for many years to come. 
But he also believes th at if a begin­ 
ning is now made in two 
or 
three 
points that within ten or fifteen years 
hence the next steps 
will 
suggest 
themselves. For instance, he favors a 
minimum wage scale for 
men, 
but 
thinks the women's Beale should be 


tried first. It. is believed by Colonel 
Roosevelt that most. of the leaders 
of the other parties in their hearts be­ 
lieve in the m easures Colonel Roose­ 
velt will advocate, but they are afraid 
to stand publicly for such beliefs at 
this time.

In his Columbus speech Col­ 
onel Roosevelt believes that lie took a 
conservative stand, but that because 
of one or two suggestions made in the 
last part of the speech there whh a 
tendency among business men to over­ 
look the m ajor portion of the docu­ 
ment. 
In speaking of some of the new sug­ 
gestions he will advance, Mr. Roose­ 
velt said: 
"To my mind these suggestions are 
not. socialistic, but are a corrective of 
racialism and an antidote
